— In a 
shabby little old theatre on 44th 
street a modest experiment has 
been unveiled that is by all odds 
the prize package of this still-young 
music season. Hard by Sardl's, rub- 
bing shoulders with "Viva O'Brien" 
a few doors west, and bravely oglit- 
ter to match Maxwell Andersen's 
-Candle in the Wind" across the 
street, the New Opera Company lias 
within a fortnight of its opening 
taken all the cheers and the hand- 
claps away from the loudly-trum- 
pctcd centennial season of the New 
York Philharmonic Symphony So- 
ciety. Very, very ordinary was the 
critical verdict on the Philharmonic 
thus far. Highly extraordinary they 
all said when Fritz Busch opened 
the New Opera Company's six-week 
season with a fresh revival of Moz- 
art's "Cosi Fan Tuttc."

Strong on Revivals. 

Mr. Busch, he who made the 
Glyndcbourne Festival Salzburg's 
strongest rival, is one of the most 
distinguished of Hitler's unwitting 
gifts to American music. Together 
with - Herman Adler, Dr. Lothar 
Wallerstein and a group of lesser- 
known emigre artists Busch has 
achieved the remarkable: trained 
green young singers, an orchestra 
of musicians who had just cut their 
milk teeth (under Leon Barzln in 
the National Orchestral Associa 
tion), salvaged three operas from 
the scrap heap and presented them 
all in English. Easily the most re- 
markable feature of the Infant com- 
pany's debut Is that it is doing busi- 
ness—and briskly.

The Queen of Spades 

Last week-end we dropped in on 
a performance of Tchaikovsky's 
"Queen of Spades." The advertise- 
ments and most of the reviewers 
called It "Pique Dame" which to us 
is utter inconsistency. Why in 
heaven's name use a French handle 
lor a Russian opera 'sung in Eng 
llsh? But this is where the incon 
sistency ends. "The Queen of 
Spades" is full of good things, mus^ 
ically and theatrically. We have one 
severe fault to find and that is with 
Hardesty Johnson who sings Gehr- 
man. Like all the others In the 
cast Mr. Johnson has a fresh and 
pleasant young voice. Then too, he 
can sing. But on stage he is the 
hammicst actor we have ever seen 
and that's saying more than a little. 
He walks in a ponderous side step 
with all the natural grace of a 
lighting bull recently stricken by 
locomotor ataxia. Legs spread in a 
triumphant upside down V he 
pleads, threatens, loves, plays cards, 
slups champagne and in the end 
stabs himself while thousands turn 
up their noses, 

That over we have some bouquets 
to bestow.

Take a Bow, Tchaikovsky! 

Unquestionably the star of "The 
Queen of Spades" is Peter Ilyltch 
Tchaikovsky himself. Though the 
story, adapted from a talc of Push 
kin's by the composer's brother 
Modeste, banks heavily on the su- 
pernatural for its absorbing and 
progressively deepening ceriencss, 
there Is none of the bathos and the 
slush supreme that symphony goers 
have come to associate with Tchai- 
kovsky. It is a well-made score, 
neatly cut to the pattern of the

New Economic 
Order Discussed 
At Conference 

In a speech today to the Confer- 
ence of the International Labor Or- 
ganization now being held at Col- 
umbus University, Robert J. Watt, 
of the International Federation of 
Labor, stated that It was the aim of 
the organization to form a plan by 
which, after the defeat of the Dicta- 
tors, a just economic order may be 
set up. 

"This economic order can only be 
built up through the co-operation 
of all nations and must be of such a 
nature as to arouse the enthusiasm 
of people throughout the world. It 
must be very carefully planned, yet 
cannot wait until the end of the 
■:•«. r to be worked out. Such a plan, 
a well worked out, would be an 
important factor in hastening vic- 
tory." 

The I.L.O. which formerly had Its 
headquarters at Geneva, and which 
has since been moved to McGill, 
consists of delegates from 35 dif- 
ferent countries, and is a branch of 
the League of Nations. 

The last session of the ten day 
conference, which was called to 
figure out ways of offering resist- 
ance to the .enemy, will be held In 
Washington on Nov. 6.

"The decrease must be assigned to 
the declining Interest of the stu- 
dent body," it was stated, "since the 
committee in charge attacked their 
task with zeal, and employed more 
aggressive methods In collecting." 

Today, there remain 1,880 feet to 
be covered, and the directors of the 
drive urge everyone to contribute. 
Those who have not yet won the 
right to wear a red ribbon are re- 
quested to contribute their thirty 
pennies, and those who have acquir- 
ed this mark of distinction are 
urged not to consider that they have 
done all they need do, but to keep . 
on contributing any odd cents they 
may have. 

The drive is under the Joint spon- 
sorship of McGill Union and McGill 
Dally. When It Is completed, it is 
expected that »820 will.be collected; V 
this money will be used to purchase * 
two Bren Guns for the Canadian 
Army. Each of these guns will be • 
marked with the name of McGill 
as a tribute to the generosity of the 
students of the University. 

The Organisation Committee has 
Issued an appeal to all attending ' 
McGill to help put this drive across. 
"In a city like Montreal, where salés / 
taxes are rampant, It Is impossible- 
that anyone should be without cop- 
pers. Add whatever cents you have 
to the Mile, or turn your change 
into pennies and lay it down. Skip . 
that show In order to give, or go 
without dessert and donate what 
you save. Above all let each con- 
tribute his thirty cents and procure 
his red ribbon, urge thè directors. 

The directors are also calling for ' 
volunteers to work at making 
change, laying pennies, and accost- .. 
lng prospects. Excellent work has 
already been done along this line,, 
they stated, and the committee's 
thanks arc due to those who have 
given their time to the drive.

It's Your Council 

Tomorrow the projected Students' War 
Council will become- a reality. Hcrctofor 
It has been merely writing on paper; an 
idea of the mind. 

As has already been pointed out, the 
War Council has possibilities for everyone 
at McGill, but like all major undertakings 
it will require effort from all concerned be- 
fore those possibilities can be realized. 

We hope, therefore, that thoso repre- 
sentatives who are to attend the meeting 
tomorrow will know something of the pro- 
posed structure and idea of the war Coun- 
cil. This information has been published 
in the Daily for some time past, and 
further points will be clarified from time 
I to time. 

If these representatives realize that the 
War Council is only an instrument to an 
end, and not an end in itself; and if they 
can see that every existing organization on 
the Campus can in Eome way help towards 
that end this year, the whole question will 
bo. simplified. 

The war Council is not something that 
I can bo legislated into existence, simply be- 
cause that is not one of its characteristics. 
If the students, through their representa- 
tives, indicate that they do not want such 
a Council, then it will cease to function. 
If the War Council is to function, it must 
necessarily have the co-operation and en- 
thusiasm of its members, because those 
J two ideals are, in the final analysis, what 
I the War Council would seek to achieve 
among the existing organizations at 
McGill. 

And the enthusiasm, wo believe, is be- 
hind a greater effort from McGill, and co- 



operation will see that enthusiasm carry 
through to a successful conclusion. 




CHARLEY'S AUNT 
Tenant for this week of His Majesty's 
Theatre Is one of the classic plays of the mod- 
ern English-speaking theatre— the play, In fact, 
of which more performances have been given 
than any single other. "Charley's Aunt" was 
written In 1892 by Brandon Thomas, and en- 
Joyed a continuous run of 1,466 performances. 
The legend has been handed down that Mr. 
Thomas sat down in the stalls on that mem- 
orable opening night, and was horrified to find 
his socially significant drama treated as utter 
farce. Needless to say, his horror was soon 
dispelled. The great Etienne Girardot Intro- 
duced the play to America in the following 
year, and since that time the. number of re- 
vivals has been astronomical. Three motion- 
picture versions have been made: one by Sid 
Chaplin of the silent screen; one by Charles 
Ruggles; and a recent rendition by Jack Benny 
of the microphone. In favour of the late Mr. 
Thomas and his heirs, a record earning of $25,- 
000,000; in favour of a legion of theatre-goers 
all over the world, one of the funniest— and 
certainly the most durable — of farcical com- 
edies. 

During the past dramatic season on New 
York's Great White Way, the cigar-smoking, 
corsetted comic character was played with not- 
able success by Mr. Jose Farrer. As is the 
custom with most Broadway hits, the play Is 
being taken on a one-nlght-to-one-wcek tour 
of those regions known affccUonately to the 
profession as "the sticks." 

Sadly enough, Montreal is hardly worthy of 
a better title; but fortunately, we arc privileged 
to have with us, In the role of the masquerad- 
ing undergraduate, none other than Mr. Allan 
Kcarns. Mr. Kearns has been here before, to 
steal a phrase from J. B. Priestley. Though 
McGill students will not be familiar with his 
record as a star of old-time musical comedies, 
they will doubtless remember him as Newton 
Fuller in "George Washington Slept Here." 

With this in mind, one would expect a 
highly humorous performance; Mr. Kearns does 
not disappoint Rather less convincing as Lord 
Fancourt Babbcrly, his portrayal of the his- 
toric deception is notably well done. The 
voluminous satin skirt and the frilled panta- 
lettes which he dons as Donna Lucia D'Alva- 
derez ("Charley's aunt from Brazil where the 
nuts come from . . ."), give rise to howls of 
laughter from audience and cast alike. A fine 
comedian, Mr. Kearns makes the most of the 
cleverly planned situations. Whether flirting 
with the objects of his friends' affections, or 
fleeing without dignity from white-haired and 
mercenary suitors, he allows no time for the 
audience to relax from the rise of the curtain 
to its fall. 

Miss Ethel Brltton, who has been seen and 
applauded many times on this same stage, is 
both charming and convincing as Ela Delahay, 
long-lost love of "Babbs," the magnificent 
fraud. Miss Brltton has shown such notable 
talent in such a variety of roles that wo have 
come to expect a great deal of her every ap- 
pearance. It is therefore to- her considerable 
credit that she maintains her reputation with 
each performance. 

Best of the varied accents in the play is 
that of Raymond Greenleaf, who plays the fin- 
ancially embarassed father of the youthful in- 
ventor of the play's central scheme. Mr. 
Greenleafs fine performance Is indeed a feat- 
ure of the capable supporting cast Arthur Jar- 
rett, villain of "Margin For Error" and "The 
Male Animal," and exasperating factotum of 
"George Washington Slept Here," plays the 
irascible Mr. Spettlgue with considerable 
vehemence and noteworthy ability. Oliver 
Thorndike, as Charley (who owns the famous 
Aunt), is a typical Oxford sludent as Jack 
Chesney (the genlous of the plot). 

Betty Kelley is a personable and capable 
Kitty Verdun. Grace Carney an attractive Amy 
Spettlgue. Mary Power provides her share of 
comedy as Mr. Spettigue's housekeeper. A 
special word must be reserved for Sydney 
Grant, whose Mr. Brassett is a finely polished 
and well-executed characterization. 

Melvln Malen, McGlll's gift to Frank Mc- 
Coy, acquits himself very well indeed. Show- 
ing both ability and stooge presenco In large 
quantity, his brief appearance is a definite con- 
trlbution to the continuity and unity of the 
play. Particularly to be npted Is his exit line 
—"Those college men'U do anything!" 

Technically, the play Is well presented. The 
smooth rapidity with which moods change and 
episodes shift the attention reflect on both the 
director and the star. The timing is sharp and 
accurate, and the physical action is realistic 
and well matched to the dialogue. The three 
sets are tastefully designed and well blended 
Into the play. Altogether, Mr. Kearns and 
company give a creditable presentation in the 
latest, though by no means the last, edition of 
a comedy that has long been theatrical history.

THE AIMS OF EDUCATION. 

Nowadays the college student Is 
faced with a great many problems 
that have a great deal to do with 
his way of thinking. There was a 
time when the average man at col- 
lege was there for the purpose of 
receiving a liberal education in the 
old sense of the word— an educa- 
tion which would make of him 
what the word implies— "an Intel- 
lectual freeman." 

Today the Insistent demand for 
the specialist has been reflected in 
the changed conditions obtained at 
our schools and colleges. The prime 
requisite nowadays is not that the 
student shall be trained to adapt 
himself to any set of circumstances 
that may arise, but that he shall be 
fitted for the profession or trade 
which he intends to take up. This 
Is a state of affairs that springs di- 
rectly from the new and changed 
conditions in our economic and in- 
dustrial life, and It Is only natural 
that modern education should have 
followed the line of the popular 
demand and to find that schools 
and collèges have shaped their cur- 
ricula so that as much time as pos 
slble is given to the "essential' 
subjects which are required for 'the 
student's future life-work. 

That this tendency however has 
led to a more narrow conception 
of the word "education" is undent 
able. The aim and object of pro 
fessors and teachers is no longer to 
give their pupils a thorough ground- 
ing in those broad principles of 
learning which form the founda- 
tion of all human knowledge. The 
result has been that our univers! 
ties are turning out men who are 
proficient in everything save know- 
ing how to learn— they are cun- 
ning craftsmen within their own 
sphere but beyond that they have 
no particular advantage over any 
of their associates possessed of the 
same degree of commonsense who 
have not had a college education. 

Such a conception of the func- 
tion of a college education must In- 
evitably react to the prejudice of 
the university as a training ground 
for the nation in its march toward 
better things. The late war offered 
a splendid object-lesson of the dis- 
advantages under which the spe- 
cialist and the technician labored 
when confronted by a now and un- 
familiar set of conditions. The 
methodic German mind schooled to 
perfection along the well-worn 
grooves of German Industrial spe- 
cialization was unable to respond 
to the demands made upon It by 
the cataclysm of war, and in the 
end the more adaptable mentality 
of the French and Anglo-Saxon 
won Its Inevitable victory. 

It has long been the custom for 
Canadians to disparage their own 
educational Institutions and to pre- 
tend that what is meant by the old 
schoolman's term "a sound educa- 
tion" was to be found only on the 
other side of the Atlantic. We have 
grown accustomed to the idea that 
"they do things better over there." 
A little reflection will show how 
shortsighted is this policy of self- 
deprecatlon. If Canada as a great 
nation is under the necessity of 
sending her sons outside of the 
Dominion for the purpose of educa- 
tion, we can never hope to realize 
that feeling of national conscious- 
nes which, we are told, is all that 
is required to make us a great 
nation. 

In Canada education has undoubt- 
edly suffered through a. mistaken 
conception of the aim to which it 
should be directed. When the Can- 
adian universities realize that by 
too great insistence upon the mer- 
cenary advantages to be gained 
from a college education they are 
deliberately guiding the nation Into 
a cul de sac we may expect to sco 
a tremendous revival of popularity 
for Canadian education. All that is 
required is a lead. Will it be given 
by McGill? 



CARNEGIE TECH NIGHT WATCH- 
MAN DOUBLES AS AN ARTIST'S 
MODEL

A night watchman, vaudeville per- 
former, and, artist's model, combin- 
ed in one man. That sums up the 
varied activities of Rudy Llska, one 
of Camegle Tech's regular night 
watchmen, who has had a colorful 
and varied career in both Europe 
and America. 

Rudy is sixty now, and has been 
modeling for leading sculptors and 
artists for forty years. Since 1928 
he has held down his present job 
as nightwatchman here at Carnegie 
Starting at 8.30, he makes the rounds 
of Machinery Hall and the Engin- 
eering Building, punching time 
clocks, checking windows and doors, 
and looking out for prowlers. 

Rudy's ambition has been to be 
a model till sixty, with a physique 
good enough to inspire any artist 
Some of the nation's leading artists 
and sculptors and several outstand- 
ing colleges and art schools have 
used Llska os a model.

is one of the many artists for whom 
Rudy has posed. Professor Bridge- 
man, lecturer on anatomy; Tom 
Benten, mural painter; and Ted Mc- 
Kenzle, physical director at Tkm- 
ple and New York University and 
later sculptor, are others who have 
been Inspired by Liska's magnifi- 
cent physique. 

Rudy says his hardest job was 
posing for the giant piece called 
"Steel" at the Philadelphia Ses- 
qulccntcnnial, made for the Jones 
and Laughlin Steel Corporation. It 
shows two giont workmen support- 
ing a third figure, which holds a 
steel rail aloft The statue was to 
have been cast in bronze, but no 
company could make the casting re- 
quired. Now the statue gathers 
dust in a box car in the J. and L. 
yards. 

Bavaria claims Rudolph Llska as 
a native son. He was born there In ■ 
1882, in a little mountain village 
nestled close to the Swiss Alps. 
German lads of those days prac- 
ticed weight-lifting quite as much 
as American boys play baseball 
Modelling, and strong man perform- 
ances in vaudeville came natural!: 
to young Rudy Llska. After travel- 
Hng-extcnslvcly In European vaude- 
ville shows, he decided to come tu 
America, the land of opportunity, 
to make his fortune as a profes- 
sional model and vaudeville actor 

But the young immigrant could 
speak no English, and was unable 
to make the valuable connections i 
that a model needs in order to get 
a good start So he turned to the 
coal mines, mills, and farms to 
work as a laborer. Later, when he 
finally got his chance to model pro- 
fessionally, the powerful physique 
he acquired during his first hard 
years In America proved a tremen- 
dous asset 

Rudy still goes in for heavy ex- 
ercising, lifting three hundred 
pound weights and tossing fifty 
pound hunks of lead like toys. He 
keeps up to date taking sun baths, 
and during the summer can be fre- 
quently seen on the lawn of Forbes 
Hall basking in old Sol's rays.

■ j In his address the principal stres- 
sed the gentle and tender spirit of 
Urslnus as compared with his more 
illustrious contemporary . Luther. 
•'More nearly than most of his con- 
temporaries, he realized that a man 
^.must be allowed to worship God in 
JjIs own way, and he recognized 
that the strength of theological con- 
troversy Is no measure of true re- 
ligion." Dr. James then went on to 
discuss the role of colleges and uni- 
versities as leaders. "Academic In- 
stitutions have received benefac- 
tions and privileges In order that 
they might more effectively under- 
take the task that was placed upon 
their shoulders— the task of pre- 
[, serving the great heritage of knowl- 
edge that has come down to us,, of 
' training young men and women in 
such a way that they shall have 
"an understanding heart" and wise- 
ly use the knowledge that they re- 
ceive." 

Dr. James then criticized the Uni- 
versities and Colleges for having 
fallen down on the task of provid- 
; ing leadership for mankind, for 
|itUl : . being enmeshed In the tradi- 
tional and ancient concepts of the 
relations between man and society, 
;-,"nor have we done much to reor- 
jj fanlze the 'structure of world so- 
ciety in a fashion that will enable 
men to live together in peace and 
ispcrlty." 

The principal closed his address 
with an appeal for a 'New Human- 
ism,' "Let us," he stated, "out of 
gloving familiarity with the great 
traditions of our inheritance, recog- 
nize those things that arc essential 
to our salvation. Let us hold fast 
to them, come what may, since no 
man is worthy of his ideals who 
would sacrifico them to save hlm- 
gelf. Then, with the resolution born 
of that decision, let us set out to 
mould society nearer to the pattern 
that our ideals dictate, so that they 
who come after us may reap the 
benefit of our labors."

FORMER CRIME REPORTER, PAL 
OF GANGSTERS. IN HAA OFFICE. 

From the gun-ridden streets of 
Chicago's gangland to the pleasant 
surroundings of a publicity office In 
the basement of the Harvard Union 
Is a long way to travel, but Harv- 
ard's new director of sports publi- 
city. Arthur Wild, has evolved along 
just such an exciting trail of jour- 
nalistic adventure. 

Only eight years ago, Wild was 
covering the Capone murders in 
Chicago as the ace crime reporter 
of the Chicago Daily News. So 
great was his work that he was 
awarded the Colonel McCormlck 
Prize in Journalism, and Wild be- 
came hailed as the greatest police 
court correspondent since Finley 
Peter Dunne of the New York 
Journal. 

Interviewed yesterday afternoon 
In his luxuriously appointed quar- 
ters in the H. A. A. Wild told the 
story of how he decided to discard 
his exciting existence on the News 
for the comparatively quiet occu- 
pation of handling releases for Har- 
vard. . 

"At first the crime game was the 
sort of thing that a young kid like 
I just loved," he explained "but af- 
ter a while the unceasing round 
of slayings that was typical of Chi- 
cago at the time sickened and dis- 
illusioned me. I determined to start 
anew. 

'The day I first realized the fu- 
tility of crime reporting was on 
February 14, 1932. It was the fa- 



,mous St. Valentine's Day massacre 
by the Capone crowd. I was the first 
on the scene. I found some indica- 
tions of the murderer's identity. 
"The murder itself was tough. The 
men's faces looked like hamburger. 
"GET OUT OF TOWN" 

"The next day I was warned by 
one of Capone's henchmen to get 
out of town. So I landed here." 

It was hard to believe that the re- 
porter who had calmly defied the 
worst gangster of the decade was 
the same person as the debonair, 
quiet-speaking Arthur Wild across 
the desk of the H. A. A. 

One would have thought of him 
as anything but an associate of un- 
derworld journalists, whose desire 
to obtain, crime news has often led 
them to cultivating the friendship 
of prominent thieves and cutthroats 
merely to obtain the news. 

Above' medium height, his keen 
grey eyes playing carelessly about 
the room, Wild gave the impression 
of tremendous vitality, held In 
check only by a correspondingly 
powerful calmness. 

It Is this restrained coolness 
which will be of great help to Wild 
in his new Job. one which demands 
great activity. It is his vitality and 
ievelness of purpose which also 
made Wild the man who really ran 
the Harvard grid team last fall. 

Though he spent every afternoon 
on the practice field few bystanders 
noticed him, except to say "Oh, 
who's that fellow?" Yet Wild is Dick 
Harlow's closest adviser. Dick ad- 
mits that it was Wild who*) by us- 



ing his western connections, man- 
aged to get Michigan on the sched- 
ule last fall. • 

As publicity director, Wild hopes 
to assume coaching duties openly 
as Dick Harlow's most trusted ad- 
viser. Harlow has expressed unus- 
ual interest in a new defense of 
Wild's which he calls the "bottle- 
neck secondary."

Cause we didn't come to college 

For to get knowledge, 

But to have fun while we're here. 

This ditty would seem the idea 
most campus males have when they 
repeatedly declare all the average 
co-eds comes to college for is to 
hook a man and enjoy doing it. 

To enlighten our masculine col- 
leagues as to what our intentions 
(designing and otherwise) really 
are, your scribe has made a survey 
of this year's women students 
Contrary to campus opinion and 
male conceit, the girls arc not so 
avidly interested in securing a 
bridegroom. To the question "Did 
you come to hook a man?" one 
young woman answered, "Not to 
hook a man, but to get away from 
one." Another said that she was 
seeking an education in order to 
hunt for a better type of man else' 
where. Still another girl from the 
Senior class declared that one 
thing she'd be sure of (after sever- 
al Psych courses) was that when 
she did grasp him he wouldn't be 
a moron.

The commit- 
tee plans - to attack astrologers 
wherever possible by means of ex- 
isting laws and recommends the en- 
actment of more effective and uni- 
form laws. The Federal Communi- 
cation Commission, it points out, 
has ruled astrologers off the air as 
a result of protests by the Ameri- 
can Astronomical Society and the 
American Society of Magicians.
